The  importance  of  Winnipeg  as  a 
grain  market  is  not  fully  realized  in 
business  circles  throughout  the  world 
generUly.  The  following  statement 
diows  tl^  actual  receipts  of  wheit  «t 
Winnipeg  as  compared  with  the  aetual 
rrodiils  at  the  iNfii^^i^  fgnosa,  maricets  in 
^-  ?»«d  States.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
'±v  t.  .ufes^  Winnipeg  are  taken  frmn 
the  Dominion  Government  Grain  In^ 
specter's  records  filed  daily  with  the 
Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade  under  Dominion 
Law,  and  are  an  exhibit  of  Western 
Canadian  wheat  actually  received  in  the 
railroad  yards  in  Winnipeg,  and  thesd 
statistics  do  not  include  grain  shipped 
from  Southern  Manitoba  direct  to  Du- 
hith  via  the  Grest  Ncff^am  RaSmy 
Compiaiy*^  liros,  nor  do  they  indude
